One is of the date of 1774, 
another that of 1823, the date of the 
founding of Rushville. Among much 
other quaint information are found 
the postage rates of that time. 
For 
a single sheet to be convey ed not 
over 30 miles, G cents was charged; 
30 to 80 miles, 10 cents; 80 to 150 
miles, 12Yo cents; 150 to 400 miles, 
18 cents; 490 miles, 35 cents. These 
rates were multiplied according to 
the number of sheets, two being twice 
these rates, etc.

postage, 
uewspapeer rates were correspond-- 
ingly high. 
In the same window is 
a map of-Indiana, made in 1833 and 
owned by W. B. Poe & Son. It shows 
such Indian reservations as the Pot- 
tawatamie and Miami reservations.

& I. railroad built out of Madison 
and a part of the line built from In­ 
dianapolis to Franklin.
